400,000 suldiers in the field against the Balkan allies. Europe awaits 
Turkey's decision because her entry into the fight on the side of Ger- 
many would cement the Balkans—Greece and Bulgaria immediately 
taking a hand for Servia against Austria.

hibit, only two entries for chese 
came in but 24 entries were receiv- 
ed for tue butter competition. 
There is no doubt that the splendid 
special prize offered by J. F. Crum- 
ley was an incentive to competition 


in thisiclass. The judge remarked 


that the standard of butter and the! 


keen competition in this class were 
remarkable, there being few coun- 
try fairs that could approach the 
exhibit\of the Stavely Fair, in this 
line. 

Bread, cakes and candy were in 
goodly array and there is no doubt 
of the excellence of the Stavely 
housewives as enoks if the dilemma 
in which the judges of these exhib- 
its found themselves in is any indi- 
cation. The faney work exhibit 
would be hard to beat in the west 
outside of the cities. The Stavely 
society offered prizes in 44 sections 
and there were entries in 40 of 
these,137 entries in all. It is per- 
haps unwise to mention any partic- 
ular work on the table but the tat- 
ting and point lace displayed by 
Mrs. Jas. Blair, of Granum, appear- 
.ed to be the center of attraction of 
the ladies during the afternoon. 

Last but by no means least is the 
school work; a splendid display, 
over 45 entries in 12 classes and 
here the judges had the greatest dif- 
ficulty in placing the awards. Con- 
gratulations are in order to Mrs, 
Ward, the teacher of the Balfour 
school, upon the remarkable work 
upon exhibition by her pupils. 
The writing in all grades was re- 
markable, in the smaller grades, 
particularly so. Mrs. Ward’s pu- 
pils carried off nearly all the prizes 
for specimens of wwiting. ° 

Little will said about the 
races. They were a minor part of 
the exhibition because the farmers 
are beginning to take a greater in- 
terest in that phase of the real pur- 
pose of the agricultural fair. This 
has been a dry year, crops are not 
good and many are afraid of the 
results but the Stavely Fair had 
just the same number of exhibitors 
as in the bumper crop vear of 1913, 
viz., 59 with more entries, 513, 
than in 1913 and $954 in prizes as 
against $860 in 1913.

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SHOALS OF HERRING WASTED 


Neglected Opportunities in Pacific 
Coast Fisheries—Openings in 
Canning Industry 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 
fisheries business has made rapid 
progress in British Columbia in re 
cent years, and now constitutes one 


of the most important branches of in 
dustry in the province, there are still 
excellent opportunities for building 
up @ profitabe trade in canning cer 
tain kinds of fish. It is the opinion 
of those who are familiar with condi- 
tiéns that scarcely a beginning has 
been made in commercially exploit- 
ing the maby varieties of fish which 
abound in these waters. Vast shoals 
of herring run for months every year 
in the hundreds of bays and inlets 
along the thousand miles of British 
Columbia's sheltered seacoast. They 
teem in shoals in Nanaimo, Pender 
and Prince Ruvert narbors, Quatsine 
Sound, and men, other harbors and 
bays, from the Freser river to the 
Alaskan boundary. Every year thous- 
ands of tons of herring are swept 
in by the tides to de left strandel 
and dying on th: shores of a hundred 
bays. This is a great waste cf mater 
jal and opportunity which does not 
been taken into account 
by those who are interested in the 
fisheries industry

the year, while herring can be taken 
all the ear round along the entire 
coast, although the heavy run is dur 
ing the wirter months This would 
enable the faccories to continue oper 
ations throughout the year and would 
cbviate, to a ‘arge extent, the difficul 
ty of securing a sufficient number of 
hands to handle the business during 
the high season in the salmon-caoning 
industry. 


IMMIGRATION ACT REVISION 


No Adequate Penalty For Those Who 
Brought ‘o Canada Unfortunate 
Hindus 


The Canadian Immigration act is to 
be revised at the next session of par 


liament. Passed several years ago 
and conferring upon the department 
very extensive powers, it has been 


found, in its practical application, de- 
ficient in several points. The funda- 
mental theory is that a country 
should have the right te determine 
what people should come as immi 
grants and those who should be re- 
jected. In the case of the Hindus, 
for example, there is no adequate pen- 
alty for thosa who brought to Canada 
these unfortunaie people. The own 
ers of the vessel may be responsible 
but they live over in Japan and to get 
them may involv» all kinds of bother 
and possible international complica 
tions. Another point arises, also out 
of the fact thet the ship owners main- 
tain that they merely hired the ship 
to Gurdit Singh and his people and 
were not responsible for inaugurating 
the excursioi 

It is proposed to amend the law so 
that in addifion to the penalties upon 
the owners‘ it will be categoricaly 
provided that the ship itself shall be 
sold. There are a number of 
points in regard to which the law is 
to be stiffened.
